PAPER CLOTHES. 


The 
department 
of 
commerce 
has 
sent 
cable 
orders 
to 
Ger­ 
many 
and 
Austria 
for 
samples 
of the paper clothing in use in those 
countries. 
These 
orders, it is said, 
have been sent because of the many 
inquiries which the 
department has 
received, regarding 
the paper suits, 
and when the samples arrive they will 
be placed on display in Washington 
and other large cities. 
The experiment is interesting, but 
nobody is likely to base extravagant 
hopes upon it in this country. Some­ 
how paper as a material for clothing 
does not appeal at first to the average 
American. 
An exchange, which dis­ 
cusses the matter at length, talks as 
if it has seen these “ersatz" suits. 
It 
says: 
‘ No American who has ever seen 
one cf the 'ersatz’ suits of war-time 
Germany, especially 
after it has re­ 
ceived a thorough wetting, will admit 
that such a garment can ever find a 
market in this country. 
Even when 
fresh from the factory, the paper suit 
has ironed-out stiffness and a ghastly 
unnaturalness of color that stamp it as 
fraudulent. 
Warp and woof are nec­ 
essary coarse and trimmings the last 
word in shabbiness. Such a sartorial 
monstrosity may find a foothold in 
submerged sections of London, whose 
inhabitants even 
in 
normal times 
were known 
as slatternly 
dressers, 
but it is doomed to failure in America. 
The paper suit is a device born of the 
war, when every ounce of cotton and 
wool that Germany could lay hands on 
was needed for the army. Except for 
special purposes in rainless climates, 
it does not deserve to survive the 
emergency that gave it birth.” 
Neither Germany nor Austria is a 
rainless country, however, and some 
other reason must be adduced for the 
probability that the paper suits will 
not come into 
general 
use here as 
they have in the Teuton lands. 
The 
real reason is easily discovered. 
The 
Germans and Austrians 
have 
gone 
through many vicissitudes of fortune". 
They have 
suffered 
so many hard 
knocks that they do not care much 
what happens to them in the minor 
affairs of life. 
With respect to such 
matters they have 
probably 
grown 
reckless. 
Thus they can face without 
a shudder the hazards attendant upon 
the wearing of paper clothes. Not so 
the American. When he contemplates 
the predicament he would be in if he 
were caught in a heavy rain in his 
paper suit while 
out 
walking of a 
Sunday afternoon, he is likely to aban­ 
don instantly any plan that he may 
have been forming for arraying him­ 
self in paper.

A M ER IC A ’S G R EA T DUTY. 
A good many persons seem to con­ 
sider it reprehensible for an American 
newspaper to devote much attention 
to what is going on in Europe and 
doubly reprehensible for it to paint in 
dark colors the events that are taking 


lessly alarming people. 
There is no 
reason, they contend, why we should 
worry over what is happening in Rus­ 
sia, Armenia, Ireland 
or Poland, or 
indeed in France or Italy or Greece. 
It is too far off to mean anything to 
us in a practical way. 
This idiotic but widespread view re- j 
ceived almost 
daily 
encouragement! 
from the official spokesmen of the re­ 
publican party during the recent cam­ 
paign. 
They seemed to feel that it 
was necessary to minimize and divert 
attention from the great world perils 
which emphasize more and more de­ 
finitely every day the need of an ef­ 
fective association of the democratic 
nations. 
So 
week 
after week Mr. 
Harding mandered on while half of 
civilization tottered, and, encouraged 
in their folly by this spectacle of a 
great party deliberately shutting its 
eyes to the greatest crisis of the age, 
half of our people resolutely turned 
their backs to Europe and now take 
no more interest in the catastrophe 
proceeding there than they would 
take in an automobile accident in Kal- 
imazoo. 
Can they be aroused from this apa­ 
thy in time to be of help in the imme­ 
diate crisis? 
They are, in the first 
place, 
weary of the 
bloodshed and 
horror across the water, and they 
prefer not to think about such things. 
Then, too, the soporifics administered 
to them by politicians who do not want 
them to think about those things are 
potent. 
Matters across the Atlantic 
will have to go from bad to wrorse be­ 
fore wre as a people begin to take the 
Interest in them that we should take 
and before 
we as a people 
realize 
poignantly and vividly as wTe should 
ill that we have at stake. 
Yet that time may come soon; for 
*t seems clear that Europe’s affairs are 
rushing to a climax. Intelligent Amer­ 
ican opinion as represented by many 
newspapers wThich are not muzzled by 
political considerations, shares the 
view of the Brooklyn Eagle when it 
says that "a tragedy more horrible in 
■erne of its aspects than the war itself 
s being enacted” in Europe. “There 
seems to be,” it says, “no force in Eu­ 
rope capable of stopping the sweep of 
Marxism. There are democrats in Eu­ 
rope, and some of the nations are 
more or less democratic, but they lack 
cohesion and leadership.” The Eagle 
continues: 
“The United States might provide 
this leadership and bring about the co­ 
hesion essential in checking the mad­ 
ness of anarchy in Europe* American 
democracy might prove its worth by 
recognizing its duty and responsibili­ 
ties of the world in the present crisis. 
Our failure to do so is largely respon­ 
sible for the chaos in Europe. If we 
continue to ignore the actual situation 
our own institutions will cease to be 
dragged into the general conflict now 
being brought nearer every day.” 
Surely, as we see the structure of 
European civilization further and fur­ 
ther undermined and as the whole edi­ 
fice cracks and begins to crumble be­ 
fore our eyes, the intelligence 
of 
America will revolt against the par­ 
tisan folly of the politicians who, by 
prohibiting the only preventive and 
the only cure that can possibly avail, 
have helped and are helping to bring 
this catastrophe upon the world.
